Says Katharine Fisher 


A reducin g-diet regimen n eed n ot take the joy out of life. On the 
con trary, it adds to it in the form of a trim figure an d a n ew feelin g of 
well-bein g. In recommen din g a reducin g program, doctors warn patien ts 
about the perils of a restricted diet; so you may con tin ue eatin g most of 
the foods you like, but cut down on the quan tity of the high-calorie foods 
—that is, cream, butter, other fats, sweets, an d foods relatively high in 
=tarch, like cereals, potatoes, lima bean s, macaron i, etc. 


It is really a question of budgetin g your calories, so have a list of 
typical servin gs of foods an d their calorie value at 
han d for con stan t referen ce. We have such a list avail­ 
able. This list will make it easy for you to figure out 
your daily allowan ce of calories when plan n in g your 
meals. 


If at first you keep a careful daily record of the 
calories your meals are givin g you, it will n ot be lon g 
before you n eed check up on them on ly n ow an d then . 
For you will have learn ed about how man y calories 
this an d hat food in certain amoun ts will add. Tn at 
little bit of cream on your fruit, the ex tra pat of but­ 
ter you take in a forgetful momen t, the sprin kle of 
sugar in your coffee, add hun dreds of calories all too 
quickly. That is why you should keep careful coun t of 
them if you are takin g this reducin g busin ess seri­ 
ously. A food is “fatten in g” on ly as it adds to the total 
daily calories taken in . 


Make gen erous use of the low-calorie foods—the leafy, green vege­ 
tables an d fruits—for bein g bulky they give you a feelin g of satisfaction 
without addin g up the calories, an d they richly con tribute to the vitamin s 
an d min erals in your diet. As in cuttin g down so drastically on the day’s 
calories you can use so little butter an d cream— foods that are rich in 
vitamin A—you will realize that it is n ecessary to depen d more than usual 
upon the leafy green vegetables for your supply of this vitamin .

Use salt very sparin gly in cookin g an d season in g your food at the 
table, as it in vites in crease in weight Avoid the habit, of eatin g betw en 
meals; but if you get hun gry, drin k some tomato .juice, or a cup of hot 
broth or clear tea with lemon . Get out for lon g walks when you can ; they 
will speed up the weight-an d-girth losin g. 


Use oil dressin gs sparin gly for your salads, sometimes substitutin g 
con ked dressin g, which is cf lower calorie value, or a .iitle season ed lemon 
ju'ce or vin egar. A dressin g of m ru ral oil is appetiz n g an d has n o calorie 
value; but con sult your doctor before u i::g it, as you would before usin g 
saccharin e for sweeten in g your tea or coffee.

conviction ol eith er F rank or Jesse 
Jam es. 
The m onths th a t followed m ade 
history in the State, W illiam Ryan 
w as the first m em ber of the gang

He received assurance 
that he would have a fair and im ­ 
partial trail, and w ent to Jefferson 
City, w here he 
surrendered

O ctober 5, 1882. Thus in one year, 
two m onths and nine days after 
the issuance of the proclam ation, 
the last outstanding m em ber of 
the gang placed him self 
at 
the 
m ercy of the law. 
On O ctober 7 
the governor revoked the history- 
m aking proclam ation because, 
as 
he said, “all the principal m em bers 
of the gang w ere either dead or in 
the custody of the law ”. 
C rittenden’s plan for 
breaking 
up the outlaw band w as 
sim ple 
and it w orked perfectly. 
He pro­ 
posed to offer a substantial 
re ­ 
w ard for the arrest and conviction 
01 the m em bers of the gang, and 
thus not only stim ulate peace of­ 
ficers to greater vigilance, but also 
prom pt some of the men to su r­ 
render and turn state’s evidence. 
To secure the necessary funds he 
approached a num ber of railroad

ceived a pledge of $50,000 to be 
used as rew ards to persons assist­

REDUCE AND LIKE IT! 


Says Katharine Fisher 


A redudng-dist regim en need not take the Joy out of life. On the 
contrary, it adds to it in the form of a trim figure and a new feeling of 
well-being. In recommending a reducing program , doctors warn patients 
about the perils of a restricted diet; so you may continue eating most of 
the fords you like, hut cut down on the quantity of thc high-calorie foods 
—that is, cream, butter, other fats, sweets, and foods relatively high in 
‘arch, like cereals, potatoes, lima beans, macaroni, etc. 


It is really a question of budgeting your calories, so have a list of 
typical servings of foods and their calorie value at 
hand for constant reference. We have such a list avail­ 
able. This list will make it easy for you to figure out 
your daily allowance of calories when planning your 
meals. 


If at first you keep a careful daily record of the 
calories your treals are giving you, it will not be long 
before you need check up on them only now and then. 
For you will have learned about how many ca'ot ies 
this and hat food in certain amounts will add. Tnat 
little bit of cream on your fruit, the extra pat of but­ 
ter you take in a forgetful moment, the sprinkle of 
sugar in your coffee, add hundreds of calories all too 
quickly. That is why you should keep careful count of 
them if you are taking this reducing business seri­ 
ously. A ^ood is "fattening" only as it adds to the total 
daily calories taken in. 


Make generous use of the low-calorie foods—the leafy, green vege­ 
tables and fruits—for being bulky they give you a feeling of satisfaction 
without adding up the calories, and they richly contribute to the vitamins 
and minerals in your diet. As in cutting down so drastically on the day’s 
calories you can use so little butter and cream— foods that are rich in 
vitamin A—you will realize that it is necessary to depend more than usual 
upon the leafy green vegetables for your supply of this vitamin. 


Use salt very sparingly in eook’ng and seasoning your food at the 
tabic, as it invites increase in we'ght Avoid the hnbit of eating betw en 
meal«; but if you get hungry, drink some tomato iuice. or a cup of hot 
broth or clear ten with lemon. Uet out for long walks when you can; they 
will speed up the weight-und-girth losing. 


Use oil dressings sparingly for your salads, sometimes substituting 
cooked dressing, which is of lower calorie value, or a little vea-oned lemon 
ju'co or vinegar. A dressing <>f nvneral oil is appetiz ng and has no calorie 
value; hut consult your doctor I fore u i ;g it, as you would before using 
saccharine for sweetening your tea or coffee.
